SOCIALISTIC CONTROLS 


In some ways, the most dangerous phase of this coun­ 
try’s slide towards Socialistic dictatorship lies in the fact 
that very few Americans can recognize a socialistic prin­ 
ciple when they meet it. 
The country appears to be strongly* deter mined not to 
slip and slide into socialism— but it doesn’t know enough 
about the danger signals to steer away from what it wishes 
to avoid. 
No substantial part of American industry appears to 
realize that the Truman Administration, in the guise of 
wage stabilization, has swung American manufacturing 
into a method of control precisely identical with the sys­ 
tem by which the British Labor Socialists control industry 
in that country. 
Yet that is the situation. The Wage Stabilization 
Board, considered as an agency of government, is com­ 
pletely socialistic in its concept. Yet even the members 
(and of course it is not intimated that any of them arc 
socialists) may be unaware of the distinctions which make 
this set-up closer to socialism, or even to communism, 
than anything one would expect to find in a republic such 
as our Constitution calls for. .
